Over the past 10 years 
there has been a rapid in-, 
erease in flats construction 
compared with other types 
of residential buildings and: 
concern has been expressed: 
in many quarters as to the’ 
effect of this in traditional 
housing areas. As a result, 
the Melbourne Metropolitan 
Planning Scheme was amen- 
ded last year to require a, 
permit for all flats in the 


Zone which; 
covers most of the tradi- 
tional housing areas in Mel- 
bourne. 

The Planning and High- 
ways Committee has now 
drafted proposals for resi-| 
dential planning standards 
providing for a complete re- 
casting of the provisions of 
the Planning Scheme con- 
cerning the location of flats{ 
and other residential build- 


ings. 
Because of the far-reaching‘ 
effects of the proposed} 


amendments they need very 
close examination and the 
Board proposes to set up a, 
technica! advisory committee: 
of experts drawn from a' 
panel of interested profes- 
sions and organisations for 
this purpose. Because the 
examination will take some 
time, it is important that 
interim action be taken to 
define the areas for flats 
development. 

As most of the more press- | 
ing problems in flat develop- 
ment are occurring within 
the Residential C Zone which 
covers most of the middle 
and outer residential areas, 
and it is proposed to divide 
this zone into two parts. 
One, the Residential Ci 
Zone, is intended primarily 
for detached houses and 
“group houses’ which each 
have an attached garden 
area. 

The other part of the 
Residential C Zone would be 
the area in which flats could 
be established, and it is in- 
tended that development 
within this area be limited 
to three storeys in height 
(including two storeys with 
parking below), and the num- 
ber of flats controlled in 
relation to the site area 
available, The Board has in- 
vited local municipal coun-| 
cils to submit their views, | 
which will be reviewed and 
an ‘Amending Planning 
Scheme prepared to imple- 
ment the proposals. 

Cr. Ian Stewart in charge 
of Town Planning for Altona 
said today that several Al- 
toa councillors including him- 
self, the Town Clerk, Mr. J. 
W. Waters, City Engineer, 
Mr, R. C. Simmons and 
Building Surveyor, Mr. A.
